The football representatives of Newark 
` High School wound up the season Novem- 
ber 22d, by losing a hard-luck game to 
West High by the score of 20 to 0. The 
game was a fine one and Newark had a 
chance to win up to the last few min- 
ues of play. 

It was West’s fine defensive work that 
made a victory for them. They were on 
the alert every minute of play, and the 
Newark team had hard work breaking 
through their line. 

Newark was also greatly handicapped 
by Needham, Somers and Hawkins being 
out of the game, while Orr, Nehls and 
Euffman tried hard to make up for their 
absence by playing a fine game. 

The field was in a good condition for 
the first time the whole season, but on 
eccount of the warm weather, it was de- 
cided to play twelve-minute quarters. 

Newark started the game with the vim 
and vigor that usually wins. By means 
of a twenty-five-yard pass by Orr to Brown 
and a series of end runs they gained about 
forty yards. But about two minutes be- 
fore the quarter was up, Robinson grab- 
bed the ball and punctured the goal line 
for the first touchdown. 

The second quarter was featured by 
Orr’s twenty-five-yard run and West’s be- 
ing penalized fifteen yards for holding a 
touchdown back, which Orr punted back 
of the goal line. 

in the third quarter the ball was in 
the possession of both sides, but no large 
gains were made. 

in the fourth quarter our boys weak- 
ened and West scored two touchdowns, 
each time adding one point to their score 
with a goal kick. Newark was in posses- 
sion of the ball twice during the quarter, 
but both Miller and Johnson managed to 
get the ball long enough to make a touch- 
down.”
